Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments and arguments do not 
place the Application in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that Butrous does not teach the use of PDE5 inhibitors for treating 
erectile dysfunction. Applicant also states that while Butorus teaches rapid onset of the formulations for treating pulmonary hypertension, 
it does not teach the inhibitors to have a rapid onset when administered for another purpose. Applicant also argues that Ellis does not 
teach pulmonary delivery of sildenafil. Arguments are not persuasive. Butrous is clearly teaching aerosplization of PDE5 inhibitors to the 
patients lung surface area. Ellis is teaching use of PDE5 compounds such as sildenafil for treating erectile dysfunction. It is shown that 
one of ordinary skill in the art would have been more than capable of combining the two tecahings and conclude that aerosolized 
sildenafil applied to the lung surface area provides a rapid onset and treats erectile dysfunction as well as pulmonary hypertension. The 
properties of compounds and formulations are not stripped just because one prior art does not mention it. Aerosolized sildenafil applied 
to the lung surface area would behave the same and would impart the same effects. Applicant fails to show how the combination of the 
two references would not provide the same results as claimed in this Application. 
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
